The battle has been 
a long one, and has been fought bravelj' 
and well, both by the liberty-loving people 
of that territory, and their friends in the 
free states.

Tlxe Border State Compromise. 


1!: is rjnaored, we Lope without founda- 


tion, that Mr. Kellogg, a republican mem- 
ber of congress from Illinois, is in Spring- 
field, endeavoring to procure the acquies- 
cence of ilr. Lincoln, in favor of the scheme 
hatched out by the Border State committee 
for .saving the country from the effects of 
treason of tlie-seceding states. 


This committee consisted of one member 


of congress from each of the slates of Del- 
aware. Maryland, Virgim.i, Kentucky,'Mis- 
souri, North Carolina. Arkiiusas, Tennessee, 
Xcw Jersey, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana, 
Illinois and Io\vn. 


If those siates which are strictly " border 


states " had only been represented, the free 
states-would have had a majority on the 
committee;. North Carolina, Arkansas and 
T'.-aaeasee, are not border states, and nei- 
ther OL' them had any more rrght to be ou 
that committee than 'Wisconsin, Michigan 
or Minnesota ; but it is necessary always to 
give the slave holders thu power, or they 
refuse to act or to submit to the action of 
majorities. If a majority of the borde 
states had been slave holding, would it ever 
have entered into the head of an}1 man to 
have left the border in search of free states 
to ont vote the slave holders on the com- 
mittee '/ 
No free state man would ever 


have dreamed of such unfairness, but the 
slave holders insist upon the lion's share 
just as naturally as if they were lions and 
the northern men sheep—and we are not 
sure but there is some similarity in sack a 
comparison, if we look at the meekness and 
submissive qualities which many of our 
northern statesmen exhibit when the south- 
ern jaek&ssin & lion's hide gets up a roar- 


This committee, being constituted accord- 


ing to the desire of the slave holders, agreed 
upon the following amendments to the con- 
si it u lion : 


1. Declaring all personal liberty bills null 


and void. 


2. A more stringent fugitive slave law, 


giving compensation to owners for escaping 
slaves; preventing kidnapping, equalizing 
commissioners' fees, trial at place.of escape, 
lr ft 
' 
• 


3. That the constitution be so amended 


as to prohibit any interference with slavery 
in any of the states where it now exists. 


4. That congress shall not abolish slavery 


iu the S3«them dockyards, arsenals, &c., nor 
in the District of Columbia without fka con- 
sent of Maryland and the consent of the in- 
habitants of the District, nor without com- 
pensation. 


5. That congress shall not interfere with 


the inter-state slave trade. 


G. That there shall be a perpetual prohi- 


bition of the African slave trade. 


7. That the line of 36 degrees 30 minutes 


shall be run through all the existing territo- 
ry of the United States; that in all north 
of that line slavery shall be prohibited, and 
that south of that line neHTier conyremt nor 
the. territorial legislature shall hereafter pass 
any law abolishing, prohibiting or in any 
mannerinterferingwith African slavery, and 
that when any territory containing a suffi- 
cient population for one member of con- 
gress in any area of 60,000 square miles 
shall apply for admission as a state, it shall 
be admitted, with or without slavery, as its 
constitution may determine. 


The first plank strikes down entirely the 


right of a state to protect the liberties of 
its citizens, giving that over entirely to the 
United States court. 
How well that most 


important of all the duties of a government 
would be performed, we have only to look 
at the constitution of the United States dis- 
trict court in this slate, to get a proper ap- 
preciation of the mariner in which the rights 
of free citizens would he protected. 
We 


would as soon trust our personal liberty with 
the old Inquisition of Spain. 


The chief plank in this arrrangement, 


however, is the seventh. This differs from 
Crittendeu's plan, which is to establish and 
protect slavery in all territory, now or here- 
after to ba acquired, and from the old Mis- 
souri adjustment, which left the " popular 
sovereigns '' to settle the question of slave- 
ry south of that line. 
The border states 


scheme ties up the hands of every branch 
of the government, except the supreme court, 
which would have a 'grand opportunity to 
issue its edicts in favor of protecting prop- 
erty in men, throughout the whole country. 


One great objection to all these amend- 


ments to the constitution is that that instru- 
ment, so hallowed by time and the memory 
of those who framed it, will, if amended 
now, be regarded as a mere piece of parch- 
ment, to be amended whenever party ex- 
citements run high, on the pretext ofsaving 
the Union. 
If the doughfaces should suc- 


ceed in tinkering it up now to suit the slave 
holders, it will only put off the day when 
slavery must go to the wall. If there is a 
God of justice in heaven that time will sure- 
ly come—timid men may postpone it a few 
year;?, but it will come. 
Why not meet the 


crisis now aa men-should, ftud not, like 
cowards, postpone it for our children to set- 
tle 1 Let us stand by THE CONSTITUTION AS 
IT is. The slave holding interest has in it 
already too many guarantees, but as it was 
established by the revolutionary.fathers, and 
has been sufScient for us during seventy 
years of unexampled prosperity, let us keep 
it[intact. If we begin the process of amend- 
ment there will be no end to it, until all that 
is good iu it is sacrificed to the interests of 
the slave-holding section. 
Hands off from 


the Constitution, say we.

ticipnted since the balloting in the caucus 
last week, where Mr. Washburne simply 
held his own, and Judge Howe was gaining 
at the expense of Gov. Randall. 
We have 


not yet received any other than the final 
ballot, and cannot of course show the 
successive sfeps towards the nomination of 
Judge Howe, but it is generally understood 
that when the friends of Gov. Randall 
found that he had no chance, they transfer- 
red their votes to Judge Howe. 


There is at least one point in this result 


which will give general satisfaction. 
The 


question is settled, and h not kept open 
longer as a disturbing element in the party, 
or a hindrance to the ordinary business of 
legislation.

CONFESSED FROM THE MADISON PAPERS. 


MADISON,-Jan. 22. 


In the senate, Mr. Stewart presented the 


following resolutions: 


Jiesdlced, The assembly concurring, that 


the following resolution, reported by a mi- 
nority of the select committee of 33 in the 
congress of the United States, and signed 
by Messrs. Tappan of New Hampshire and 
Washburn of Wisconsin, reflect the judg- 
ment and sentiment of the legislature of 
Wisconsin, and that its wise and patriotic 
conclusions are alone able to restore per- 
manent peace and prosperity to our glori- 
ous republic : 


Resolved, That the provisions of the 


constitution are ample for the preservation 
of the Union and the protection of all the 
material interests of the country. That it 
needs to be obeyed rather than amended, 
and our extrication from our present diffi- 
culties is fo be looked for in efforts to pre- 
serve and protect public property and en- 
force the laws, rather than in their guaran- 
ties for particular interests, or compromise 
or concessions to unreasonable demands. 


On motion of Senator Maxon—Referred

Senator Sweat of Dane county, introduc-
